Signing Nomination Papers. 


An examination of the signatures on 


two nomination papers for two persons 
for the same office filed Saturday with 
the town clerk reveals the fact that some 
of our voters either do not understand 
the provisions of the Australian ballot 
law or are very careless about sign- 
ing such papers. Here is the provision 
of the law for signing papers nomina- 
ting candidates by that method: 


"Each voter signing a nomination pa- 


per shall add to his signature his place 
of residence, and each voter may sub- 
scribe to one nomination for each office 
and no more; Provided, that the name 
of any candidate whose name may ap 
pear in any other place upon the ballot 
shall not be so added by petition for the 
same office." 


Under the Australian ballot law a 


candidate must be nominated before his 
name can be printed on the ballot. Two 
methods for such nomination are provi- 
ded. 
One is by convention or caucus, 


and the other is by the signatures of a 
certain number of legal voters to a nom- 
ination paper. The latter provision is 
to permit the members of new parties to 
get their candidates on the ballot and 
to open the way for the supporters of 
independent candidates to get the name 
of their candidates on the ballot. 


The provision of the law quoted above, 


relating to the signers of nomination 
papers, is a restriction upon indescrimi- 
nate signing of nomination papers, which, 
taken in connection with that other pro- 
vision of the law requiring a certain 
num- 


ber of signatures, is very clearly intended 
to prevent the multipling of candidates 
and thus burdening the ballot. 


The nomination papers in the town 


clerk's hands show that they were signed 
by many who disregarded the spirit of 
the law. Men who signed simply as a 
mattei of courtesy and never intended 
to support the nominee he was bringing 
out by his signature at the polls. For 
example, two men signed both papers in 
clear violation of the law. One other, 
at least, who signed one of the- papers, 
the same day aided in nominating a full 
township ticket m the interest of his 
own party which included a 'nominee in 
opposition to the one he helped to Bom- 
mate by signing the nomination paper, 
and there are scores of other names on 
these papers of men who never intended 
to support the candidate he was helping 
to nominate when he signed the nomi- 
nation papers. 


Men should not be so careless about 


this business. 
The Australian ballot 


law means moie than courtesy. 
Under 


the law touching nomination papers, a 
man is no more justifiable in signing a 
nomination paper for one he does not 
expect to support at the polls than he 
would be going into a convention and 
there aiding in nominating a candidate 
he did not expect to vote for at the 
polls. 


If the law contemplated signing nomi- 


nation papers as a matter of courtesy, it 
would not provide that a voter could not 
sign mjre than one nomination paper 
for the same office, and it would not re- 
quire that a certain number of men 
must sign a nominatieG paper before 
the candidate could be puton the ballot. 
The law means something more than 
courtesy. It means that a candidate 
nominated in that manner, must, by 
these petitions, show a following that 
warrants putting his name on the ballot, 
and therefore thesigmtures of those who 
do uot expect to support him, does not 
meet the intention of the law, and is a 
dangerous and inexcusable nrecedent 
under the Australian ballot system.

"I reply to your dispatch as follows:

the Spanish man-of-war in firing on 
the Allianca, one fact should not be 
lost sight of. It was deliberate and 
with full knowledge of the act. 


"It is certain that no person in com- 


mand of any war vessel in the world 
would be ignorant that firing upon 
merchant vessel of another power on 
the high seas in time of. peace would 
violate the law of nations. There is 
not a subordinate officer of any man- 
of-war in the world who has not been 
sufficiently instructed to know that. 
It is therefore a case of wilful insult to 
the A'inericau flag and people. 
^ 


"I do not recall so wanton an out- 


rage as happening to any first-class 
power in fifty years. An apology can 
scarcely wipe out such an affront. 


"The truth is, we have happened to 


come in for a piece of the general bru- 
tality and ruffianism that holdb Cuba. 
The thing is a relic of the middle ages. 
It is a disgrace to us that lies at our 
doorstep. 


"It makes my blood boil for one. 
"Of course they will apologize elab 


orately and discipline the officer. 
But 


when we are looking toward him the 
general terrorism which holds Cuba 
down while they suck her blood, will 
have been substantially increased at 
our expense. 


"You can gather what my opinion 


is. What the government bhould do is 
another matter. 


"The president in such matters is 


generally a safe person to follow; but 
as vou ask mv opinion, there it is.

George L. Shoup, of Salmon City, 


who has just been reelected United 
States senator from the young state of 
daho, was born in Kittanning, Pa., 
June 15,1836. After receiving a com- 
non -school education he moved with 
lis father to Illinois in 1852, where he 
was engaged near Galesburg in farm- 
ing and stock-raising until 185S, in 
which year he went to Colorado. In 
September, 1861, he enlisted in Cap*. 
Backus' independent company of scouts 
and was soon thereafter commissioned 
second lieutenant. During the autumn 
and winter of 1861 he was engaged in 
scouting along the base of the Rocky

mountains. He was ordered to Port 
Union, New Mexico, in the early part 
of 1862 and was kept on scouting duty 
until the spring of 1863, during that 
time being appointed first lieutenant.

The following year he was elected a 
delegate to the constitutional conven 
tion of that state, and after the conven- 
tion had flnish'ed its labors he returned 
to active army duty. He was commis- 
sioned colonel of the Third Colorado 
cavalry in September, 1864, and 
mustered out in Denver with the re 
ment at the expiration o| its term of 
service.

lie engaged in mercantile business 


in Virginia City, Mont., in 1806, and in 
the same year established a business in 
Salmon City, Since that time he has 
devoted his attention to mining anc 
stock-raising in Idaho. He was twice 
a member of the territorial legislature, 
a member of the republican national 
committee from 1880 to 1884, was 
United States commissioner for Idaho 
to the New Orleans cotton exposition 
in the hitter year, and was again placed 
on the republican national committee 
in 1888. 
He Was appointed governor of 


Idaho territory in March, 1889, which 
position he held until elected first gov- 
ernor of the state on October 1,1890. 
He was elected to the United States 
senate as a republican December la, 
1890, and now has been reelected for his 
second teitra.

nated In different parts of the repub- 
lic, and had among Its emissaries em- 
ployes of Gutieerez, who had turned 
traitors to him. AH prisoners who 
were in jail since the last uprising 
were ordered to be hanged, and it is 
supposed by this time that the order 
has been executed, * 


The population of San Salvador be- 


came infuriated upon discovery of the 
conspiracy, and Gutieerez' followers 
repaired to the office of Col. Angel 
Vasquez and lynched him without par- 
ley. 


Gen. Ezeta is very much worried over 


his children. When he sent them away 
from San Francisco a month ago they 
were in chaige of .Madam Garsia, his 
mother-in-law, who was instructed to 
go to Acapulc'o and wait for him there 
under protection of Diaz. It appears 
that she did not follow his advice, but 
went righton to Salvador, where they 
are now, and Ezeta fcais they may bo 
shot.

before the bank failed in July, 1893 
showed that the deposits amounted t< 
91,980,000, of which $663,000 was indi 
vidual deposits, and the rest was due 
to banks. Besides this, the bank a 
that time owed $844,000, which it had 
borrowed to get cash to meet the run 
which was then in progress.

the bank resu.oed business it obtainec 
an agreement from each depositor thai 
deposits should not be subject to check 
for the entire amount at once.

"It is an infernal lie. I have no

of the city, where negroes were placet 
upon a block and sold as chattels by 
another human being with a white 
skin. This spot is still an object of in 
terest to visitors, who are told that the 
husband or father generally acted as 
master of ceremonies and assisted bif 
wife or children upon the block to be 
sold—separated forever I have con 
versed with some of the old, infirm ne- 
groes who recall those days, which now 
seem almost incredible for belief. Onr 
seemed to take a pride in the fact tha 
he was one of the "best niggers in thi 
city," and was "knocked down to Marst 
for $1,800 in gold, sah!" These relics o: 
a bygone and feudal age are fast disap 
pearing, and with them their pcculia 
idioms, songs and olden time dances 
which, it seems, cannot be transmittec 
to the new generation of colored peo- 
ple."There are no songs like the old 
'songs," and only those who have lived 
in what is called "de good old days" 
can sing those olden-time plantation 
songs with that true feeling of sadness 
or of glee that inspired thoso melodies. 
The words were mainly improvised, 
and as neither they nor the music 
,were written they must soon become 
ieohoes of the past, or rattier cease to 
|live with the passing generation. A 
few of these olden-time negroes are 
still found in the little shanties or 
irookeries on the crooked and narrow 
cross streets of the French quarter. An 
old,negress or a bent-up old man is 
seen sunning himself at the entrance of 
the dingy, damp court, with head tied 
up in the usual red bandana, patting a 
loot as he hums an olden-time melody, 
dreaming of the past and sadly "wait- 
ing for de end—" death. Around the 
corner is a "canteen," or saloon, fre- 
quented by sailors, Italian mafias and 
'the worst elements of French and 
'Spaniards, kept by an octoroon. Night- 
ly high carnival is held, in the way of 
dancing, drinking, gambling, and occa- 
sionally fighting. The cautious tour- 
ist visits this place accompanied by a 
policeman. 
Then the attraction is 


'gone. It is somewhat singular that 
such a place should exist on a street 
named for St. Peter, and within two 
bloJts of the great cathedral with a 
"palace (of justice) and a prison on 
either Land." 


Impoverished by the sale of their 


slaves, and the consequences of the 


conversation, and he offered to procure 
for me not only a ticket in the concern 
that was recently driven from this 
state, but one also in any of the numer- 
ous foreign lotteries. So it will be 
seen that the vice still flourishes, not- 
withstanding1 that the twining ten- 
tacles of the octopus have held them in 
poverty for a quarter of a century. 
This descending descendant of a proud 
family, himself too proud to work, 
makes a small commission upon each 
ticket he sells, and thus manages to 
make a cheap living, at the daily risk 
of the jail. There are many of this class 
in the city—wrecks of a better life, and 
of better days. It was the vice of gam- 
bling that made them what they are, 
and now they live by tempting and aid- 
ing others to follow their downward 
pace. Creoles are "born gamblers;" 
that is, gambling is with them an in- 
herent mania, and has existed in some 
form among them from the foundation 
of the city, and their speculation in 
John Law's "bubble" boom bonds, to 
the days of the lottery when tickets 
were in nearly every snow window, 
cried out upon the streets by peddlers, 
and sold at the market stands with the 
vegetables and the fish. 


"There is not so much of it, now," 


said a fish vender at the old French 
market, "and the poor people have a 
little more to eat. Instead of going- 
home with a light basket and a lottery 
ticket, they now put the price of that 
ticket in the basket, and they live much 
better. It is a good thing for all of us 
that the lottery was driven away," 
concluded the fish man, with a sigh, 
evidently thinking of the money he had 
lost through this almost universal 
"crimping" of the market basket. But, 


seeing his snakeship moving off, re- 
marked that he thought that his father 
had killed the snake. Then, on exam- 
ining the snake more closely, they dis- 
covered its peculiarity, but it was too 
late to capture the reptile with both 
heads alive, and Mr. Johnston finished 
killing it by sticking his pitchfork 
through the other head.

late civil war, the next (jreatest blow 
to this "Cybele of the western waters" 
was the lottery, which kept the people 
impoverished for a quarter of a cen- 
tury.

There 
are also numerous "poker rooms," in 
both sections of the city, where young 
clerks and men of mature age, holding 
fiduciary positions, meet and play. 
Strangers are lured to some of these 
places by the shabby genteel Creoles 
who lurk around the hotels and saloons 
looking for game, as did the chevalier* 
d'lnduslrie in the corrupt reign of Louis 
XIV. 


These chevaliers are mainly the de- 


scendants of the French and American 
aristocracy, who were impoverished by 
the war. They live by gambling, when 
there is any gaming going on—and 
there always is 
They were never i 


brought up to work, and consider it too 
late now to begin. They are never so 
happy as when they are able to pur- 
chase a fifty-cent or twenty-five-cent 
dinner at a "pension," and, lighting a 
cigarette, adjourn to the "Absinthe 
Corner," an old saloon almost as old as 
the city, where they sip the green 
liquid, which eventually drives one in- 
sane. 
One block from the "Old Absinthe 


Corner," and to which the chevalier 
d'industrie is a stranger, is the old 
cathedral, thronged every Sunday by 
visitors. Here is still maintained the 
ancient Frcihch custom of the church 
guardian wearing a red velvet coat, 
three-cornered hat ornamented with a 
black plume, a silver medal on his 
breast, a sword, and a mace in his right 
hand, which he thumps on the floor oc- 
casionally to command silence, or to 
awaken the sleepers -when the collector 
is passing aroun^.
